TROTTING.—A trotting match of an extraordinary character took place on 
the road from Selby to York on Thursday, August 7. The match was made 
on the previous evening, the ponies in question being out grazing, and not in 
a flé condition to trot a distance; however, at the time appointed, viz., eleven 
o’clock, the rain falling in torrents, the owners, Mr. Thomas Chambers, baker 
and confectioner, Selby, and Mr. J. Midgley, innkeeper, Selby, made their 
appearance with their friends and animals. The baker drove a grey pony, 
bought for eight sovereigns, the opponent being a bay one, purchased for five 
sovereigns. The distance was to be from Selby to York, 14 miles. Joseph 
Bell, Esq., North Duffield, officiated as referee, and each conveyance had an 
umpire init. At the time stated the word “ go” was given, when each made 
a start, and the distance was accomplished within the hour, the grey pony 
winning by 200 yards. We understand the owner of the winner has refused 
forty sovereigns for her. The race was for ten sovereigns, which was handed 
over to the winner at the Sea Horse Inn, York, immediately on the arrival.

GOSSIP ABOUT THE PUGILISTIC 
CHAMPIONS OF ENGLAND. 


FIGG, THE FIRST CHAMPION. 


Tne progenitors of a race of heroes 
are well entitled to a due meed of public 
approbation to their memory. Muscle, 
sinew, and bone have been forcibly in- 
herent in the flesh long ere the Saxon 
current of life in ‘‘ Merrie England” 
mingled with the Norman blood that 
created an Anglican birthright when 
the warm gushes of life sped from Ha- 
rold on the battle-fleld, near Waltham 
Abbey. From the iron to the golden 
age, from the ancient to the modern 
time, with the lapse of centuries noted 
to unrecorded time, we have had no 
physical decadence either in the spirit 
or the body. ‘Strong in will to strive, 
to seek, to find, and not to yield,” was 
a favourite motto of ‘our forefathers 
who in tho rude hamlet slept ;” and 
our impulsive desires for courageous 
and chivalric action haye been times 
and oft made infallibly manifest with 
every cycle of revolving years. It has 
passed to the present generation in this 
loadstone year of ’62, despite the reign 
of mind which stamps us as the heri- 
tors of an age of civilisation. From 
the lusty loins of such yeomen of the 
land, have sprung the personal strength, 
irrepressible hardihood, and undaunt- 
ed courage and bravery of those sons 
of our soil who have reaped for our 
army and navy those signs and tokens 
of supreme power to which there is no 
limit in this sublunary world. 

We published a beautiful engraving 
of Figg in our journal of July 19; but 
press of matter has since prevented us 
from alluding even briefly to his history. 
To that portrait we must beg our 


-Teaders’ attention. It must be admitted 


that he has not the personnel of the pugi- 
list, but then he was more noted, despite 
his illiteracy, to the then fashionable 
and equally favourite practice of single- 
stick and cudgelling. Independent of 
this we have other ancient and far 
more modern instances of exterior 
pleasantness of form, feature, facial 
portrayal, and deportment in which 
those who cannot be classed amongst 
the cogniscenti would fail to recognise 
the customary phase or cast of feature 
of the majority of the boxing fraternity. 
From his jovial-looking face and out- 
ward development which Hogarth 
stamps him on his canvass to posterity 
there is a glad expression of counte- 
nance; and we may fairly and Lavater- 
like trace jovial temper for a compo- 
nent part of his individuality, and a 
general right pleasant and even gentle- 
manly demeanour in the tout ensemble 
far above mediocrity. : 

Figg was more indebted to strength 
and courage for his success in the bat- 
tles which he gained, than from the 
effects of genius; in fact, he was ex- 
tremely illiterate, and it might be said 
that he boxed his way through life. 
If Figg’s method of fighting was sub- 
ject to the criticism of the present day, 
he would be denominated more of a 
slaughterer than that of aneat, finished 
pugilist. His antagonists were punish- 
ed severely in their conflicts with him, 
particularly those who stood up to re- 
ceive his blows; in making matches 
his advice was always consulted, as he 
possessed the character of an honest 
fellow, and was looked up to as a lead- 
ing fighter among the most distin- 
guished of the fancy. 

Figg had for many years a sparring 
amphitheatre in Oxford-street, he beat 
Sutton, the Gravesend Pieman, and the 
Venetian Gondolier, and died in 1740, 
having long before resigned all preten- 
sions to the Championship. We may 
further allude to Figg’s career, as we 
shall trace his and the histories of 
every succeeding champion, including, 
of course, that of the individual whose 
portrait appears in this page.

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SWIM MING. 
RICHARD GARDNER AND JOSHUA ASPINALL. 


HE two well-known swimmers whose portraits we publish this week are 

to swim, on the 20th August, twenty lengths of the Leaf-street Bath, 

Manchester—a distance equal to 500 yds—for the Manchester Swimming Cup, 

subscribed for in that town, and the sum of £20 aside. The reputation of 

both men gives an unwonted interest to the match, and their performances 
clearly denote that a most exciting race will take place. 

Richard Gardner has been for many years well known as one of the swiftest 
swimmers of the day. Hehas done given distances in the Lambeth Swimming 
Bath in an incredibly short space of time; and the powers of endurance 
combined with the skill he displays are something marvellous. He has been 
the victor in contests innumerable in different parts of London; but we have 
reason to believe that the present one is the most interesting and 
important trial in which he will have yet been engaged. That he 
will acquit himself well is past doubt; and he is most certainly 
one of, if not the best, representative of London swimmers that 
could have been chosen to go to Manchester to endeavour to bring 
back the cup which they have already once possessed, 

Joshua Aspinali is a swimmer of considerable repute at Man- 


chester. He has carried off many prizes at the different baths at 
that place, and may be fairly considered one of its foremost 
champions. The specimen of Manchester swimming, which we 


have recently had an opportunity of witnessing in London, and 
which this match is calculated still further to elicit, is of a very 
high description. Aspinall’s method of swimming is, like his 
opponent's, peculiar; but the truth is gradually coming out that 
peculiar styles of swimming, that is to say, a departure from the 
received notions, are by far the swiftest. We may instance, as 
examples, Mr. Keel, of Manchester, and Mr. Williams, of Ber- 
mondsey, and many others, all of whom have their pet 
idiosyncracy. . 

It isnot too much to say that the competitors are likely to have 
a@ very tough job to beat each other. The Supporters on both 
sides appear to be very confident, and the match itself is one of 
the most important that will have taken place since the first com- 
petition for the same prize, in which Mr. Donovan was the victor. 
in conclusion, we may remark that London swimmers regard the 
contest with no prejudice. They know the best swimmer must 
win, and that, perhaps, it is but fair that a Manchester man should 
hold the cup once, seeing that a Londoner won it in the first 
instance; but, should Gardener win, London may be supposed to 
still hold a supremacy which the departure of Donovan for the 
Red Sea has in some degree imperilled.

by James Miles, of Brixton, whose recent walking prowess had become a 
matter of great notoriety in the pedestrian world. This company, as might 
naturally be imagined, including many well-known sportsmen, known as 
pretty constant attendants upon events involving, like the present one, con- 
siderable pecuniary Speculation. The weather was delightfully fine, but 
scarcely a breath of air was stirring—a point which could not but be of much 
advantage to the trier of such an arduous undertaking. The match, indeed 
was viewed as one of a very important character, and originated an outlay ot 
several hundreds of pounds by many well-known h :bitucs of the turf. Old 
Chronos, however, was backed very freely at 60 to 40. The time appointed 
for starting was four o'clock, but it was considerably past that hour before the 
ground was as satisfactorily measured as it well could be, and’even then the 
litigant backers had to agree to a difference, which was accordingly done. 
When the signal had been given, Miles dashed away at a rapid pace, and 
walked in a style which betokened great contidence, being alternately waited 
upon by Jesse Smith, of the Peacock, Maiden- lane, George Benson, and Joe 
Oliver, of Chelsea, one of Jem’s old eight-mile opponents. His condition, 
though good, showed some slight training off, which might possibly be 
accounted for by the circumstance of his being self-trained, although for so 
criticalan engagement. It may be mentioned that Mr. Charles Wales was the 
backer of the Brixton youth, and Mr. James Handley the chooser of time. Mr. 
E. Smith officiated as referee. «Miles had to traverse the ground eighty-four 
times to complete the specified distance. Ho maintained his track in the 
game rapid style in which he had commenced, with unceasing energy, and the 
same fair toe and heel walking as ever, for seven miles; and, it will-be seen, 
by ourrecapitulation below, that this was rea lly but little short of winning time.

sible diminution in the hitherto unerring rate of speed. The stride too. 
became manifestly contracted or lessened; and while this “change came o'er 
the spirit of his dream” the utmost anxiety was naturally aroused in hig friends 
as to his ability to stay the distance. His usual freedom and dashing style 
had vanished, and there was not an eye-witness but what could perceive that 
© was acutely suffering, although gamely struggling hard to shake off'the 
state of physical enervation under which he was now labouring. Still onward 
while he can hold up against distress, but the whole affair now denoted a 
foregone conclusion; and as he turned totteringly and hopelessly over the 
fifteenth mile it was suggested by several of the old pedestrians present that 


he ought to be stopped for fear of fatal consequences. This kind and manly 
advice (founded on sound practical knowledge), and considering the really 
pitiable state of distress in which Miles was in, was unheeded, and he kept 
boring on with as much hope of winning as he had of removing the Nelson 
Monument in Trafalgar-square. Nature, at length, became entirely exhausted, 
when Jem had got about two hundred and forty yards over sixteen miles, and 
he dropped senseless On the fine clear path over whick he had unsuccessfully 
though courageously performed.

THE ANNUAL CRICKET WEEK AT CANTERBURY. 

Many towns in England devote a week continuously to contest betwixt horse 
and horse, but the old Kentish capital will have its festive week only for the 
struggles of men. The aspect of the town, and the purpose of its crowded 
gaiety, must be especially bothering to the foreigner in the process of en- 
lightening himself as to our ways and wants, Here, just at the beginning of 
harvest—not ‘‘cannily” when the golden crop is garnered—the ‘Men of 
Kent” are summoned to the Olympic Games at their capital. Now, nothing 


loth, the stalwart. yeomen, buxom dames, and fair daughters start on their 
annual pilgrimage to Canterbury. Not less varied than the motley groups 
that found their way here, piously or fashionably, in Chaucer's time ure the 
gay throngs that dance merily now-a-days to St. Lawrence Ground. Cricket 
all day, amateur theatricals at night; such is the Canterbury programme for 
the cricket week. Could the old town have been gayer in the olden time? 
Could the penances have been lighter to bear? ‘The Canterbury folk, 
visitors and townspeople, enjoy both with a vigour quite refreshing—roasted 
in the cricket tield all day, they are off to the theatre at night with renewed 
vigour. Oh, who would not be a country cousin for his strength and endurance! 
Nottingham and Sheftield men enjoy a cricket match in a quiet, earnest way, 
put at Canterbury the cricket week has all the vivacity, and colour, and music 
of a French féte. Allis gaiety. ‘The Zingari—the birds of Paradise of cricket 
—come here in their bright colours and meet you at every turn. ‘ihe gay tri- 
colour of red, blue, and orange, like a gay butterfly, laughs at you everywhere. 
We saw eyen a lady’s mantle fringed with the gipsy emblem. Ladies trim 
their hair and bonnets with “the wauderer’s” gay streamers. Military music 
attends each day on the ground; military and civilian from all parts of the 
county come to ‘tthe week.” ‘his time the weather was propitious. ‘Then 
the sylvan scene, the ground! Prosy enough when nobody is there, we dare 
suy, the cricket ground looks—much like an empty theatre in daylight. We 
never wish to see such, and would ratuer cherish the illusion that on sunny 
summer days the ground looks ever as we saw it on Tuesday last, and often 
betore. Shut in by gentle, undulating hills, dotted with fine trees, or crowded 
with richiy green hop gardeus or'the waving yellow harvest, the grounds seen 
just chosen fur a féie. But cut level by art, oue side of the ground is leit raised 
higher. Here the ladies sit clothed like queens, and becoming the raised 
throne they seem to sit upon. Behind these another rauge of beauty anu 
fushion, ‘Alps on Alps arise”—for the occupants of the carriages sit in the 
sweet summer air, and give something of Old Home and its amphuitheaire look 
to the scene—barring, aiways, the cruel and savage element of the sports, that 
foul blot on Roman pastimes. The harvest began all round the scene of the 
cricket {6ce simultaneously with the match, and often would the weary reaper 
pause to wipe his brow and cast a longing look at the play. Still his work 
went on, till the rising hills all round were streaked with rows of sheaves, the 
dark hop groves standing among them hke regiments of guarding soldiery, 
tiil the scene was one of deep sud quiet beauty. ‘The match Fourteen of Kent 
vy. England opened the ‘ Caute:bury games.” Kent had wisely accepted the 
extra number of men. Kent went in first, to the bowling of Wooton and 
Jackson, Mr. Nicholson taking the wicket. 

The bowling of Wootton and Jackson was very good, the scoring difficult 
and slow. ‘Lhe score will show that the professionals (except Bennett) scored 
very few. Seventy-four runs were put on when the first eight wickets fell in 
the order they stand inthe score, except Mr. Norton, who, with Mr. Stuart—an 
old friend with anew face—then made a fine stand, sending oit Jackson fur 
Catiyn. This, with 92 ruus scured for eight wickets down, was the state oi 
aliairs at dinner-time. Wenman, the sun of a famous player in his day, 
opened with a good hit or two before he was bowled by Jackson. Goodhew 
Wus well caught at the wicket by Mr. Nicholson. After dinner Caffyn went oli 
for Tarrant; still the stickers would not be parted; 134 scored, and Wootton 
is taken olf for Grundy, and shortly atter Parr, with slows, for Varrant. Parr’s 
sluws tor Tarrant’s pace was indeed a change. Both men at tirst.got hit. “Two 
ruus were niade off Parr’s first ball; indeed, it looked as if the slows were 
guing to get severely handled, as they came toofullin. Mr, Stewart then made 
a4 olf Uke lirst ball from Gruidy’s next over; 2 were got off the next ball, and 
it began to be thuught the chauge in bowling would “uever pay.” With the 
next ball, however, Gruudy cared away Mr. Norton's (59) mid-stump, so the 
stickers are separated; having just upon doubled the score since they got 
together—141 for nine wickets. Wells followed, getting a3in his first ove: 
from Parr; he then imprudently turned round tv make the “sensation” hit 
backwards at the slows. ‘ihe sensation was, however, the other way, as the 
slow lobbed in on the wicket—146 for ten wickets, » Kelson joined Mr. Stewari, 
and off his first ball made a long up hit, which, but for being too far out, Beli 
would have had. Mr. Stewart had then a couple of opposite strokes of luck: 
in one over he hit a ball sharp but straight to Catlyn, who dropped it; in 
the previous over Mr. Stewart was knocked down by a severe blow on Grundy. 
Mr. Stewart then played a slow into his wicket for 53; a tine innings— 
161 for eleven wickets. The change in the bowling had, therefore, paid 
very well. It was now 4.30. ‘he innings was then tinisned for 171. 
Grundy 4, and Mr. Nicholson then opened the England innings; Grundy 
making a good 4in the tirst over off Willsher, hittng the next ball an easy 
caich to Welis—4 runs for one wicket. Mr. Kelson kept wicket while Fryer 
opened the bowling at the opposite eud to Mr. Nicholson, who tipped the las: 
bullin the over furl. Catiyn followed Grundy, opening with a maiden over 
from Fryer; the bowling for some time beiug very close, and hits seldom 
made, and rarer still got away, Mr. Nicholson making one fine cut for 4 over 
head; he was just afier so lamed that he had to have un auxiliary in Mr. Mit- 
cheil’s abler legs to run for him, After an arduous struggle for most of an 
hour, during which only 22 runs were puton, Mr. Nicholson hit his wicket— 
2z for two wickets. Carpentier then joined Catiyn, and the scoring soon after 
quickened; Catfyn, seenuug to have measured the ball’s pace, hit treer, getting 
two good fours, oue to leg und a drive. Willsher was therefore taken oif for 
Bennett; Caffyn hit him, however, tor 4 and 2 in his tirstover. So, after a 
couple of overs, Bennett is taken olf for Lipscombe, from whom Carpenter re- 
ceives a terrible blow on the left arm in his tirst over—45 runs got, 6.20. Car- 
penter then abandons play for the day, and Mr, Mitchell opeus his innings, 
Oatiyn getting two more tours. Mr, Mitchell then made a fine long hit, which 
was cleverly caught on the raised dais in front of the ladies’ tent. ‘his was a 
Close aliair, being just at the poiut where 4 runs are allowed. [t was 
decided ‘* out ’’—the loss of such a bat as Mr. Mitchell just when looking sate 
for the morrow beiug imporiant to the Eleven - 40 for three wickets. Par 
joins Cafiyn, who thereupon drove 4 off Fryer, while Parr cut 2 oif Lipscombe. 
5 runs were then got oif a 2 hit, there being two distinct over throws amid 
much mirth, Parr then got a heavy blow in the side at the moment play closed 
for the day at 6.45—7v on for three wickeis. 
At half-past eleven o’clock on ‘Tuesday morning play was resumed, ‘The wea- 
ther was beautifully fine, and the spectators were numerous. Yesterday 
evening, just previous to thedrawing of the stumps, Carpenter was so severely 
injured in the arm that he was compelled to retire, a ball bowled by Mr. Lips- 
comibe causing the accident; and this morning it was so bad that he was 
unable again to appeur in the field. Eng.and had three wickets down for 50 
runs, and Caffyn aud Parr, the two “not out,” resumed their positions at the 
wickets, Willsher aud Mr, Lipscombe being the bowlers. Warr scored 13, 
when he was bowled by Mr. Lipscombe ; four wickets and 78 runs. Mr. E. 
M: Grace (who had been telegraphed for from London, to play in the room of 
Hayward) next appeared, and was well caught by Sewell at “long on” (ott 
Willsher), withoui scoriag; five wickets and 78 runs. Caffyn, whose tine 
batting was frequéntly applauded, was next faced by Jackson, A change of 
bowling was made, Mr. Kelson going on at Willsher’s end. Jackson scored 
six singles and a two, when Mr. Lipscombe lowered his stumps; _ Six 
wickets and 101 runs. Caffyn played a fine innings of 63, com- 
prising twelve fours, two threes, and two twos; seven wickets and 
104 runs. The eighth wicket fell without altering the score. At 
the fall of the ninth wicket (Bell’s) a leg-bye had been run, which made the 
innings conclude for 105—66 in a minority of Kent. Carpenter's absence was 
much regretted, and was a great loss to his side. ‘The innings terminated 
shortly before one o'clock. The Kent ‘‘ team" were remarkably active in the 
field; and this morning Fryer took his right position (wicket-keeper), Mr. 
Kelson resigning it to him. After a short interval, Kent commenced their 
second innings, Bennett and Willsher being the batsmen, and Wootton and 
Tarrant the bowlers. Mr. Fitzgerald kindly gave his services in the fleld for 
Carpenter. Bennett and Willsher made lively hitting, and kept the fielders 
continually on the move. A. change of bowling was tried, Jackson went on at 
Wootton’s end, and Wootton soon after took Tarrant’s place. Runs were still 
made, and Parr relieved Jackson of the ball, but without effect. Bennett and 
Willsher defended their wickets till the dinner-bell rang (half-past two), when 
62 runs were telegraphed. The dinner being over, the game proceeded, but 
shortly after Bennett gave & Chance to Jackson, and he retired with a well-got 
score of 27, in which werea live (overthrow), a four, a three and a two; one 
wicket and 67 runs. Goodhew then faced Willsher, but the latter sent a ball 
into Grundy’s hands; his contribution of 43, however, was cleverly gained. 
It comprised three fours, two threes, and three twos; two wickets, and 71 
runs. Mr, Norton was the next to make a stand. Cattyn and Grundy took a 
turn at bowling, and so did GU. Parr. Mr. Norton scored 18, in which were a 
three and three twos, when he unfortunately was run out. The third wicket 
fell for 76, fourth fors4, and fifth for 93. Runs were slowly got at this time, 
Mr. Grace was tried with the slows. Mr. Stuart’s was the sixth wicket, and 
the score showed 109; the seventh fell for 119, the eighth for 135, ninth for1ss, 
tenth for 140. Mr. Kelson and Mr. Barber got together, and runs were made 
quickly. Mr. Kelson was very smart in making his runs, and soon told up 39, 
in which were three fours, three threes, and three twos; eleven wickets and 
200 runs. Mr. Lipscombe joined Mr. Barber, and the hitting was rather strong, 
and continued so till “time” was called, when Mr. Barber was HOt out, with 
88, and Mr, Lipscombe with 10. 


Play was resumed on Wednesday at twenty minutes past eleven, Wootton 


‘and Caffyn bowling to the two not outs of Tuesday, Mr. Barber and Mr. Lips- 


combe. Ten overs had been bowled for 11 runs, when Mr. Lipscombe was 
very finely run out by Wootton, who, with the very next ball, as tinely bowled 
Mr. Barber; and thus, at a quarter to twelve, the second innings of Kent was 
used up for 236 runs, or 302 on. England commenced their second innings at 
twelve o’clock with Mr. Nicholson and Grundy, to the bowling of Willsher and 
Mr. Lipscombe. With the secoud ball delivered Willsher bowled down the off 
stump of Mr. Nicholson's wicket; Cufiyu was easily caught in the slip; Grundy’ 
mounted one and was “ baked;” Mr. Mitchell made a fine cut for four, and then 
hit one up that fell into Mr. Norten’s hands; and Parr was well caught by 
Wells. Thus one wicket fell for 0, two and three for eight runs, four for 13, 
and tive for 19. Jackson was then joined by Mr. E. M. Grace, who made 
two singles, and was then missed at long field, after which he hit away 
in fine form, making a four and two twos on one over of Lipscombe’s, when he 
knocked off. Willsher gave up the ball to Mr. Kelson, and Lipscombe to 
M‘Canlis (a round-arm slow bowler), and these two knocked off to Sewell and 
Baker, and off the latter bowler’s first over Mr. Grace made two fours and a 
single, but from his third over hit one up, and was easily caught mid-off by 
Willsher, who, from the next ball bowled, with his right hand very finely 
caught out Tarrant in the slip; and thus the sixth and seventh wickets were 
both down for 116 runs, the score havin: been increased by 97 runs. While 
Mr. Grace was at the wickets he scored 56, by nine fours (one a drive into I 
Z.’s tent, another & very fine square leg-hit clean over the big trees down by 
the scorer’s hut), five twos and ten singles. Jackson played finely for 44, made 
by five fours (hits all round), five twos, &c. The others did next to nothing ; 
and as Carpenter (prudently following medical advice) did not go in, the Eng- 
land men at a quarter-past two were all out for 132, and the Fourteen of Kent 
won by 170 runs, The following is the full score of the match:—
